burn themselves out much sooner than this. I haven't been following 
this thread so I may be restating something that has been said before.

I will mention "Morse code" and "high speed Morse code". 
Please note that they are intentionally different. 


I believe that the high speed Morse code requirement has little 
correlation to the intellegence of the operator. I know folks that 

are fluent high speed Morse code operators and those that are not. 

I've read posts from both sides of the issue as well. Nothing that 
I've seen or heard has convinced me that either side has the greater 
overall level of wisdom. Indeed, some of the arguements are shamefully 
infantile.

If I were asked to restructure the licensing scheme I would propose 

one where the other contemporary modes were given a priority equal to 
the priority currently given to high speed Morse code. That is, I 
believe that a restructured licensing exam would require an equivalent 
amount of knowledge of a more contemporary operating mode. By requiring 
an applicant to demonstrate competence in a technical mode we show 

by implication the importance of that mode. 


If, say, 20% of the applicants were requred to demonstrate intimate 
knowledge of amateur television then I believe we'd have many more 
ATV operators as a result. We could even have ATV networks passing 
information across the nation much the same as the current messaging 
systems do with packet. Folks will apply the things they know. If 
they know high speed Morse code better than they know ATV then they 
are that much more likely to use high speed Morse code and forgo the 
ATV experimentation until years later, if at all. (Yes, I'm guilty.) 


However... 


There is an international agreement that requires knowledge of Morse 
code to operate below 50 mHz and the U.S. licensing structure is not 
likely to change in the next couple of years. 


I therefore suggest that folks accept the way things are but continue 
to work _Through_the_system_ to affect a change. 


Arguing and complaining do nothing but divide the amateur radio community. 
I'd like to think that we're above that kind of behavior. Let's get 

on with life and deal with some _real_ issues. Issues like promoting 
amateur radio, increasing the technical level of the operators, sharing 
DF information, making a better cup of coffee....
